B A N K . — T h e 
winding up of the Branch Bank at Law- 
renceburgh, has caused considerable com- 
motion in that place, and the Political Bea- 
con, published there, animadverts in no mea- 
sured terms on the conduct of those con- 
cerned io the winding up. 
An entire new 
set of directors and officers in whom the 
citizens reposed the fulleslcoitfidence bad just 
been el«ct«d, and beiore they bad had an op- 
portunity vf doing anything the bank was 
summarily closed by a mandate from the 
State Board. 
The Beacon insists that it 
was owing to tbe choice of the Stockholders 
hating fallen on good, sound, practical men 
—farmers and mechanics—instead uf spec- 
ulators and shavers, for directors, that the 
Branch is wound up : it also intimates that an 
influence in favor of the rival town of Mad- 
ison was brought to bear against them. 
It 
(urthcr states that tbe condition of the Law- 
renceburgh Branch is admitted le be equal 
to that of any other Branch in the State, and 
the charges brought against it were old trans- 
actions which 
were known to the State 
Boaid, and had bren allowed to sleep for 
year.«, but have now been raked up as a pre- 
text to uiud up the Branch. 


The Beacon certainly makes out rather a 
strong case against the State Board ; but as 
the article has evidently been written under 
very excited feeling«, u e trust things are no^ 
quite so bad as represented.

merican system upon the nation in all ils se- 
verity and oppression T 
We have seen an 
example of their sincerity in a similar case. 
The question of a national bank was studi- 
ously kept in ambush during the election 
which resulted in raising Harrison to the 
Presidential chair ; and the instant ihe Whigs 
found themselves in the majority, they sprung 
the trap they had laid, and surprised the peo 
pie with passing the charter of a national 
bank.
